“If we hav e two more weeks of 
dry weather, Ru shv ille will be with­ 
ou t water,” said A. T. Mahin, su p ­ 
erintendent of the water 
and light 
p lant, this morning. The su p p ly of 
city water is getting dangerou sly low 
and as the month of Au gu st is con­ 
sidered the worst one of the y ear for 
water, it may be only a q u estion of a 
few weeks u ntil this eity has a wa­ 
ter famine. 
Yesterday and last night the water 
in the reserv oir was the lowest it had 
ev er been and this morning there wa 3 
only sev en feet of water in the large 
tank. 
The wells, from 
which the 
su p p ly comes, hav e been p u lled u ntil 
they do not giv e the u su al amou nt 
and giv e less 
each day 
they 
are 
p u mp ed. 
Unless something is done 
and the water sav ed, the wells will be 
dry v ery soon according to Mr. Ma­ 
hin. 
A large amou nt of water is wasted 
each day by the p eop le, who do not 
think abou t the limited su p p ly . 
“If 
the p eop le who 
waste 
the 
water 
wou ld stop and consider that the eity 
has not enou gh water for domestic 
u se, may be they wou ld not do it,” 
said Mr. Mahin. 
According to the 
su p erintendent it may be necessary 
to stop sp rinkling the streets alto­ 
gether, bu t for the p resent the p eo­ 
p le shou ld remember that the sp rink­ 
ling ru les are still in force and shou ld 
be obey ed. A great amou nt of water 
is wasted each day by p eop le who 
sp rinkle the brick streets. The bricks 
do not need mu ch water and a larsre

amou nt cou ld be sav ed if the p eop le 
wou ld sp rinkle accordingly instead of 
try ing to flood the streets. The du st 
may be a 
hardship , bu t no 
water 
wou ld be a greater one, and con­ 
serv ation of the water is u rged. 
The committee from the city cou n­ 
cil ap p ointed to secu re 
some new 
wells, has had little su ccess as far as 
a good well is concerned. 
Their ef­ 
forts hav e been in v ain and not a 
single well has been 
driv en that 
wou ld aid the city . The committee is 
j decidedly u p against it bu t will try 
some more to locate a good well. 
John Rosencranse started this af­ 
ternoon to drill a well at the foot of 
PerLins street and the work will be 
ru shed with the hop es of bettering 
the su p p ly . 
Ru shv ille, according to men trav ­ 
eling ov er the State, is lu cky to hav e 
any water at all, for they say it is 
necessary at some p laces to ship wa­ 
ter into the city . 
At these 
p laces, 
where this is done, water is at a 
p remiu m and is sold by the gallon. 
A stand-p ip e has been erected at 
the intersection of Bu ena Vista av e­ 
nu e, Jackson and Second streets, to 
su p p ly water to the merchants for 
sp rinkling p u rp oses. 
This was a r­ 
ranged for at the last cou ncil meet­ 
ing. 
The water for this will come 
from the riv er and will in no way ef­ 
fect the su p p ly in the reserv oir. The

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The Carolina poplar shade 
trees 
are again the cause of a great many 
complaints. 
It is several weeks yet 
until other trees will begin dropping 
their leaves, but the poplars have been 
shedding their foliage 
for 
several 
days and many of the trees are part­ 
ly bare. 
These trees are the first 
fo begin shedding their leaves every 
year and cause the streets, walks 
and yard to become littered with dry 
leaves several weeks 
earlier than 
they woulji if there were no poplar 
trees in the city. They have long 
been very unpopular and are grow­ 
ing more so each year. 
These trees have cost the city and 
individual property owners a great 
deal of expense in the last few years. 
Nothing else ruins as many walks as 
do the roots of the Carolina popu- 
lars. 
In many places the trees have 
been cut down and property owners 
have been compelled 
to build new 
walks. 
The r o o t s and leaves stop the sew ­ 
ers of the city and Rushville 
has 
spent thousands of dollars in a few 
years in 
excavations 
and 
repairs 
made necessary as a result. 
A few years ago 
there 
were a 
great many Carolina poplars in the 
city, but hundreds 
of 
them 
have 
been deadened and cut down. 
Once 
the trees get a good start it is a diffi­ 
cult matter to stop 
their 
growth. 
When the trees are cut' down there 
will be many sprouts up each spring 
for a number of years and it 
has 
been that the roots spread many feet 
often after the trunk of the trees are

punished. 
In 
France the per cent of conviction is 
not so good. 
In England twelve per­ 
sons to every million are murdered 
every year and eighty-five per cent 
ore convicted. 
In the United Stato- 
one hundred and twenty-nine people 
to every million inhabitants are mur­ 
dered each year and only one 
ant 
seven-tentlis per cent are punishet 
for their crimes. 
He spoke of the amazing iiberiie 
that are granted t<> criminal law­ 
yers. 
He asserted 
that much laxi­ 
ty in prosecution of criminals is due 
to the attorneys. 
He declared that 
they do more to harm 
the present 
form of government and methods for 
prosecution than any other one thing 
TTe pointed out that the very bes 
legal talent may be eraolovcd to pro 
vent the law, which is supposed t 
hand out justice to ail alike, from 
prosecuting a known criminal. “ Thi 
does not apply here,” ne slated, “ bat 
it does lots of places.

the weasel or common sto at in its 
northern coat, for, lik e o ther arctic 
and subarctic animals, the weasel turns 
white in w inter in order that it may be 
as inconspicuous as possible in. its en­ 
vironment of ice and snow. 
Yet so

the king of Montenegro is massing 
troops along the Albanian frontier, and

ready to declare war on the Young 
Turks. 
The Balkan war cloud is still 
doing business. 
Nor do these complications exhaust 
the troubles of Asia and Europe. The 
ex-shah of Persia, who was driven out 
with great enthusiasm a few years 
ago, is said to be on the frontier rais­ 
ing a revolution to regain his power, 
with the Russian bear backing him. 
A similar situation exists in Portugal. 
There the monarchists are massed on 
the border ready to undertake the over 
throw of the republic. 
Manuel, who 
was chased off the throne as a prelimi 
nary to establishing the republic, is 
said to be fomenting this disturbance, 
but Spain has put«a*wet blanket over 
the affair by refusing to countenance 
the uprising.

Germany’s ambition being what it is 


tween Spain and France and almost a 
threat to break off relations. 
It was shrewdly suspected at the 
time that Germany was behind Spain. 
egging her on. 
At any rate, Germany 
now showed her own hand by sending 
a gunboat to Agadir, a port surround­ 
ed by ruins down in the southeastern 
corner of Morocco. 
The representa­ 
tion was that German interests had to 
be protected, but there are not enough 
people around Agadir to threaten the 
interests of a Sudanese chimpanzee. 


The Possible Outcome. 
Germany’s 
second 
appearance 
in 
Morocco was as sudden and sensation­ 
al as her first and set France and Eng 
land as much by the eacs^ Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Lloyd-George, Pre­ 
ttier Asquith and Opposition Leader 
Balfour all made speeches telling the 
kaiser very plainly that Great Britain 
was interested in this game aud that 
if William intended to start anything 
he wanted to be sure beforehand that 
he could finish it 
This situation is 
lent all the more thrills because Eng­ 
land and Germany have been talking 
fight for the last three or four years 
lf John Bull can now get France to 
help him out the two of them ought 
to bo able to trim ’lie kaiser in a way 
to make him stop being so sudden and 
brutal in his diplomacy 
All the part that poor Spain seems 
to have in the affair is as a pawn of 
Germany. 
The Spaniards in Morocco 
have reported one great victory, how­ 
ever. 
The other night a drove of pigs 
broke through a Spanish fortification, 
whereupon the alarm was given, the 
half awakened soldiers tumbled out of 
their bunks and fired a volley, and the 
pigs scampered away with a large 
amount of noise. 
In the darkness the 
Spaniards thought they had driven off 
some wild tribesmen and so reported, 
only to (iud tho difference in the moru- 
ing. 
Evidently the dons are more sue* 


fighting, with possibilities of seven 
more becoming Involved, for if the sit­ 
uation In Cuba grows criti a1 
the 
United States will probably be com 
polled to settle the difficulty. 
Yet we 
hall this as the dav'n of the age if 
peace! 
It makes one almost as pessi­ 
mistic as Alfred Tennyson In his wail 
of “Locksley Hall—Sixty Years Aft­ 
er,” where he mournfully declares that 
“war will die out late then—will it 
ever, late or soon?” and proceeds to 
answer, “Never till the earth is dead 
as yon dead world we call tile moon.’’ 
That ought to hold Andrew Carnegie 
for awhile. 
Leaving Tennyson, the 
moon and the laird of Skibo out of 
the discussion, it still is a fact that 
war is very much alive in this the 
tenth year of the twentieth century 
The dove of peace should be very cir­ 
cumspect about where she roosts if 
she does not want her feathers shot 
off. 
There is one hopeful sign, however. 
These countries til which there is ac­ 
tual fighting. Haiti, Morocco, Turkey, 
are on the outer fringe of civilization. 
In Mexico the trouble is almost over, 
and in Cuba it has scarcely begun. 
As for France and Spain, they are only 
doing police duty in Morocco. Thus no 
really civilized country now has war 
on a scale worth mentioning. 
For the 
great nations there are only portents 
of trouble. 
One hundred years ago a 
general European war would have in­ 
evitably resulted from such a situation 
as that relating to Morocco. Now there 
Is a reasonable hope that any war 
whatever may be averted.
